At the June 14, Huron 
Township Board meeting, 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green 
informed the board that an 
opinion received from CSX 
stated that local police can no 
longer write tickets to. trains. 
Brooks Green said she plans to 
address the five area boards to 
request a resolution to take to

Richard James proposed a 
noise control ordinance. How- 
ever, Trustee John McKinney 
pointed out that noise ordi- 
nances usually tend to be used 
against unpopular people or to 
prevent freedom of speech and 
are not used uniformly 
throughout the community. 

Supervisor David Glaab 
asked Gersack to assemble 
some data for the Township 
Attorney to review and then be 
brought before the Board. 

Another item, an amend- 
ment to the Grading Plan that 
would require a licensed sur- 
veyor or engineer to draw up 
all grading plans in the town- 
ship, failed after Trustee Nora 
Adkins expressed concern over 
the high cost to customers. 

One of the most important 
issues at the meeting was a pro- 
posal by Treasurer Jarrod 
Barron for hiring the new Chief 
of Police. If adopted, the 
process could be implemented 
in hiring of other Township 
positions as well. 

Barron suggested a five- 
phase plan. It would begin with 
a panel that includes the 
Township Clerk, Treasurer, 
Supervisor, and two others who

would narrow the 26 candi- 
dates down to 10. Then the 10 
candidates would be tested by 
MML (Michigan Municipal 
League). Scores would be sub- 
mitted to all the board mem- 
bers. Then large-scale inter- 
viewing would narrow the 
choice to three to five candi- 
dates. Next a police department 
panel would privately inter- 
view candidates and submit 


Barron said, “I think this 
captures the openness and 
inclusion of everyone” similar 
to the School Board’s recent 
hiring of Superintendent 
Thomas Hosler. 

After compliments and a few 
alterations to the plan by 
McKinney, Adkins motioned 





that all board members review 
the plan and make recommen- 
dations to the Clerk for the next 
board meeting. The motion was 
carried. 

Next, after a recent request 
by the Concerned Citizens 
Coalition, McKinney made a 
proposal to change the Board 
meetings to twice monthly 
beginning at 7:30 p.m. The pur- 
pose of the request was to 
Increase public involvement.

to change, personally.” And 
Trustee Glaab reminded the 
board that meetings are taped 
so people can watch at home. 
The motion failed after being 
opposed by M. Glaab, D.

Adkins then motioned to 
change the time to 7:00, which 


was passed with Supervisor 
Glaab and Trustee Glaab 
opposing the motion. 

At public participation Ray 
Chaffron revealed that in other 
cities, planning and zoning 
directors are required to be cer- 
tified, and salaries are in the 
$40,000 to $50,000 range. 
While this township hired an 
uncertified Director for 
$60,000 annually. Chaffron 
explained that without certifi- 

‘cation, the township has no 
recourse if the Director makes 
a serious mistake. 

Yet, when the Supervisor 
was asked about the licensing 
of a Director of Planning and 
Zoning an an interview on June 
7, he stated that there is no such 
thing as a license for planning

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POSTAL NEWS 


By encouraging the use of a 
special fund-raising stamp on 
cards and letters, the New 
Boston community along with 
the employees of the New 
Boston Post Office accepted 
the United States Postal 
Service’s one month nation- 
wide challenge by raising 
$1,979 for breast cancer 
research. The national goal is 
to sell out the entire print run 
of 280 million stamp. The 


Postal Service’s Detroit 
District (481, 482, 492 Zip 
Codes) sold more _ than 


$200,000 in the month-long 
campaign. 


If the entire print run is sold 
out, an estimated $20 million 
will be raised for breast cancer 
research. To date more than 
$14 million has been raised.
